drovping into a Lethargy of ſtupidity or idlenefs, 
To fancy to live wholly without Paſhons in this 
world, iy a Romantick Dream of the Stoicks ; but 
tO endeavour to moderate and keep them in their 
Light bounds, is the duty, and ſhould be the butineſs, 
of each rcal and prudent Chriſtian.

Of the miſchiefs ariſing from hence, all Hiſtories are | 
full, and every day ſurprizes with deplorable Tra- | 
gediesz and we are ſorry we have this unhappy oc-

mean1s uſed, ke came againto Life,but was never able 


to ſpeak oac word, and a little after midnight ex- 
pired.
